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DR. DION SPEAKS 



THE WORLD CAN FEED ITSELF 

Dr. George Dion, As sistant Dean , addressed a meeting of the A. 1 . C . 
Macdonald College Branch) on the 20th of October. He discussed the question "Can 
'he World Feed Itself?". 

The optimistic view taken by Dr. Dion was a pleasant change and in direct 
ontrast to the mass of pessimistic literature on the subject. The World CAN feed' 
tselT, but whether the world WILL feed itself is another question. By adroit use of 
tatistics Dr. Dion appeared to prove conclusively, that if the Agricultural "know-how" 
hich is at present available to us, is put into practice the hungry pebple of the world 
ould have an ample supply of food. 

Dr. Dion stressed the fact thay by and large, agricultural practices are 
2ry similar to what they were five hundred years ago. He went on to point out that 
Iving technical assistance to "under developed areas" did little to relieve the situa- 
on . What is primarily needed are social economic changes. Without these changes 
:chnical "know-how" beats itself to pieces against the wall of prejudice and tradition, 
o the hur^ry people of Asia this might be similar to putting the cart before the horse. 

When we come down to brass tacks the fundamental stability of any country's 
:onomy is inexorably bound to its agricultural potential and the use made of this 
:>tential Most governments are sadly lacking in the realization of this all apparent 
•uth. A comparison of government expenditure on armament as compared to agricul- 
.re amply illustrates the above statement. 

Dr . Dion appears to have great faith in mankind's ability to achieve anything- 
the need for this achievement is sufficiently urgetit. The question of whether the 
tuation has developed to a sufficient state of urgency to warrant this all-out effort 
imains unanswered. Let us hope that we will be conscious of it when it does.

The Aggies kicked ofi to Bishops to get the game under way, and only 
after Bishops had made a good run back and rolled up three first downs, were 
the big Green team able to hold the fast moving Bishops squad to a third down 
kick. This left Mac in the hole, and after two attempts to break out failed, 
Sinclair wound up, (and he must have) and booted the pig skin for 64 yards.
